In the recent trend of apparatuses toward smaller size 
and lower profile, electrolytic capacitors are also under 
demand to develop products having such a shape that is 
different from the conventional shape so as to fit in the 
component mounting space, and accordingly a package for 
electrolytic capacitor that employs a plastic film to seal 
the element has been developed. This electrolytic capacitor 
can be made in a desired shape such as sheet, rectangular, 
round, oval, concentric or triangular thereby enabling it to 
make full use of the component mounting space, thus providing 
an advantage of achieving smaller size and lower profile of 
the apparatus . 

However, in the electrolytic capacitor that employs such 
a film packaging, the lead-out terminals must be made of such 
a material as zinc, copper, nickel or solder or plated with 
such a material that can be soldered for mounting on a 
printed circuit board of the apparatus. Such metals have 
problems in that, when put into contact with the capacitor 
element or with the paste, the electrode is corroded by 
electrochemical reaction between different metals because the 
electrode of the capacitor is made of aluminum, the metal 
moves onto the electrode to cause short circuiting, and gas 
is generated or continuity is lost through reaction such as 
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dissolution of the electrode or the lead, thus making the 
capacitor unable to function.

An object of the present invention is to provide a 
composite film-packaged electrolytic capacitor that 
eliminates the problems of the prior art, wherein the welded 
portion between the internal lead and the external lead is 
located on the composite film of the package which does not 
make contact with the capacitor element, so that the external 
force does not directly affect the welded portion and the 
lead wires are better sealed hermetically.
